Ned H. Dearborn, president 
of the National Safety Council, 
compared the toll with the 128 
deaths in the recent two-plane 
air disaster in the Grand Can­ 
yon, saying: 
“We can only hope the na­ 
tion is half as excited and hor­ 
rified over this catastrophe as 
it was over the single more 
dramatic accident, and that 
there is equal determination to 
see that such a needless holi­ 
day toll can never happen 
again.

Ohio, 
in a speech prepared for the 
National Education Assn., said 
youth must understand that

day” in schools. He chided his 
fellow superintendents for not 
backing up teachers in their 
discipline problems. 
Essex spoke at an NEA con­ 
vention session on teacher sta­ 
tus and security. Among seven 
ways in which he said the NEA 
and other professional organi­ 
zations can help make teach­ 
ing more attractive was in set 
ting up “a new level of man­ 
agement in d i s c i p l i n e in 
schools.” 
“A nightmare that has driv­ 
en teachers 
f r o m teaching 
down through the many years 
is still with us,” he said. “Ad 
ministrators must be more vig 
orous in their support of class­ 
room management. The public 
and the courts must let our 
youth know that schools are 
institutions of learning and 
place in which respect is the 
order of the day.” 
Other goals that profession­ 
al groups can set for them­ 
selves, he said, are: 
1. A reduction in class size 
and other steps “which wil 
permit teachers to attain satis­ 
fying results.” 
2. Elimination of fatiguing 
non-professional tasks such as 
supervision. 
3. A program to promote 
“understanding of the place of 


the school in the development 
and perpetuity of the Repub. 
lie.” 
All in all, however, 
Essex 
said, “the present professional- 
ization of t e a c h i n g is an 
achievement.”

It's Not Too Early To Start 
Study Of Ballot Prop. 4 


One of the most controversial meas­ 
ures to be on the ballot in November 
will be Proposition 4, the so-called oil 
conservation initiative. It is so far-reach­ 
ing that even a non-oil county like 
Marin cannot overlook its implications. 
The measure itself, placed on the bal­ 
lot by the initiative of most of the major 
oil companies, who collected a sufficient 
number of signatures, appears to be 
fairly simple. Its major provision is that 
if 75 per cent of the property owners 
of a specific oil field vote to regulate 
production of that field in a specified 
manner, the other 25 percent have to 
go along with the plan. 
The simple statement of the law be­ 
lies the complicated possible effects it 
might have and the tremendous battle 
being waged both for and against its 
possage. 
Argument of the proponents, headed 
by Richfield Oil Co. and including prac­ 
tically every other major oil producer 
except Union, is that hit and miss devel­ 
opment of oil fields is depriving us of 
much oil in the ground; that proper op­ 
eration of a field could bring major in­ 
creases in our oil productions; that im­ 
proper operation is leaving much oil in 
the ground unreclaimed and now un­ 
available. 
Union Oil and most of the smaller in­ 
dependent companies argue that al­ 
though conservation is the professed 
purpose of the bill, actually it is a bid by 
the major companies to eliminate the 
minor companies by depriving them of 
their rights to drill on their own prop­ 
erty if it happens to be in a field 75 per 
cent controlled by the majors, a situa­ 
tion which exists in a majority of the 
large fields today. 
In addition, the bill’s opponents

charge that if the proposition is passed, 
the majors would be able to close down 
many California fields and substitute 
oil imported from the Middle East or 
elsewhere. While this would conserve 
American oil reserves, it would also 
throw a lot of oil workers out of work 
and put the small oil companies out of 
business, the opponents say. The ma­ 
jors, of course, deny that such a thing 
could happen. 
We are in no position at this point to 
judge the effects of Proposition 4. In 
fact such a well-informed body as the 
State Lands Commission, which is re­ 
sponsible for the development of the 
tidelands oil, this week refused to take 
a stand on the matter until the attorney 
general has had a chance to examine the 
proposition in detail and determine 
what its effects would be. 
Therefore, we are writing this mainly 
to apprise you of the fact of the contro­ 
versy and suggest you take every op­ 
portunity to acquaint yourself with the 
facts of the dispute. Both sides claim 
that if the other side wins it will cost 
the oil and gasoline user—that's you— 
more money. On the other hand they 
say if their side prevails, it will be much 
better for everyone.

He is expected to disclose 
before the end of the month 
w hether he will run. The 
nearly unanimous speculation 
is that he will say yes. But 
he still has his own decision 
to make and I would think it 
would be as deliberate and 
based as much on how he 
m easures his recovery as was 
his announcement after the 
heart attack. 


AMONG THOSE who have 
not already chosen up sides 
irrevocably there is a good 
deal of honest, thoughtful 
speculation on two questions: 
W hether 
t h e 
President, 
knowing the exacting rigors 
of the office, ought to sub­ 
mit himself for re-election0 
W h e t h e r 
Eisenhower's 
health can and should be a 
valid, openly debated issue 
in the campaign? 
The extreme partisans can 
be of little help in exploring 
these matters. The Republi­ 
can professionals want to ig­ 
nore the health issue at ev­ 
ery turn; the Democratic pro­ 
fessionals want to exploit the 
health issue in every possible 
way.

Gold Rush Created 


But It Ruined Man 


Millionaires 


Who Found It 


LITITZ, Pa. (&— The discov­ 
ery of gold in California made 
some men millionaires. Under 
a simple m arble slab here lies 
a famous man it ruined. 
He was John Augustus Sut­ 
ter, who once ruled a western 
empire and was buried brok­ 
en in spirit and pocketbook. 
Sutter, one of the greatest 
adventurers in the settlem ent 
of the West, lived grandly and 
died meanly. 
The story of his success and 
downfall is one of the more 
fabulous epics of 19th century 
America. 


IN 1839 SITTER failed as 
a small business man in Swit­ 
zerland. largely because of his 
personal extravagance. To es­ 
cape debtor’s prison he fled 
the country, leaving his wife 
and five small children be­ 
hind. 
M igrating to Westport, now 
Kansas City, Mo., he palmed 
himself off as a former cap­ 
tain in the Swiss Guards, and 
started 
another 
store. 
His 
taste for high living soon 
caught up with him. Facing 
another bankruptcy, he hitch- 


hiked to California. 
Although he sprang from a 
peasant ancestry, Sutter had 
the airs of a court gentleman. 
He was gay, persuasive, in­ 
ventive and charming. 


HIS FICTIONAL tales of 
his past military exploits soon 
won him a grant of 49.000 
acres of land from the Mexi­ 
can governor at Monterey, on 
condition he fortify it and be­ 
come a Mexican citizen. 
In 1839 Sutter founded a 
community called New Swit­ 
zerland on the present site of 
Sacramento. * Other 
settlers 
had trouble with the fierce 
Indians. Not Sutter. A real 
wheeler and dealer, he made 
peace with them, soon had the 
w arriors working in his fields. 


In the next few years he 
doubled his holdings. His hos­ 
pitality and benevolence were 
legendary. No stranger was 
turned away from his door. 
He often entertained as many 
as 200 at a meal. 


“ ALMOST EVERY one of 
the many hundreds of immi­ 
grants to California before 


the gold rush,” one historian 
wrote, “spent some time at 
Sutter’s settlem ent, and the 
many testim onies of his be­ 
nevolence towards these piti­ 
ful w anderers are overwhelm- 


* 
- if 
ing. 
Other historians also credit 
Sutter s liking for Americans 
with averting bloodshed in 
the 
entrance 
of California 
into the union. 
Although he was deeply in 
debt, he was reckoned an im ­ 
mensely wealthy man when 
the greatest disaster of his 
life happened. While digging 
a new mill race his workmen 
discovered gold. His attem pts 
to keep the news secret were 
futile. 


THE GOLD RUSH was on. 
Squatters overran his prop-

erty. 
a 
“My best days were just 
before the discovery of gold,” 
Sutter mourned later. “W ith­ 
out the discovery, I would 
now be the richest man on 
the shores of the Pacific.” 
The U.S. Supreme Court 
held his title to 98,000 acres 
of land invalid. A great dream ­ 
er but a poor adm inistrator, 
Sutter soon also lost the rest 
of his lands. 
For some years California 
paid him a $250 a month pen­ 
sion. But Sutter settled in this 
Pennsylvania Dutch commun­ 
ity in* 1871 and made periodic 
trips to Washington, D C., in 
fruitless attem pts to get Con­ 
gress to pay him damages. 


THE HANDSOME old man 
was a striking figure, with 
mustaches and a white goatee. 
A fter Congress adjourned in 
1880 wuthout acting on his 
plea. Sutter died the next day, 
broken hearted. He and his 
wife are buried together in a 
small plot in the Moravian 
Cemetery. His former home 
here is now a hardware store. 
Periodic attem pts by Cali­ 
fornia to have his body re­ 
turned 
there 
have 
always 
failed. 
A bill to allot $500.000 to 
his descendants is now be­ 
fore Congress. But Sutter s 
case 
has 
been 
before 
the 
American Congress off and 
on ever since 1866 without 
any tangible results. 
It w'as Sutter’s fate that, 
once gold ruined him, money 
•luded him ever after. 


WHY THE UPROAR? 
There has been a g r e a t 
deal of confusion about coun­ 
ty road standards recently. 
Also Sanitary District. No. 6 
has been publicly and incor­ 
rectly accused of failing to 
m aintain standards of con­ 
struction and backfill. A re­ 
view of why the district has 
acted the way it has, may 
clear the air. 
One 
problem 
that 
has 
plagued sanitary districts, in­ 
cluding Sanitary D istrict No. 
6, is infiltration, or the leak­ 
ing of ground water into the 
sewers. 
This 
leakage 
has 
flooded sewers, causing over­ 
flow, back up, and unsanitary 
conditions 
in 
some 
areas. 
Also the water running into 
the sewer carries dirt from 
under the street into the 
sewer. 
This 
loss 
of 
dirt 
causes the street to 
settle. 
Typical examples of this set­ 
tling are Grant avenue, Cy­ 
prus street, parts of Diablo, 
and Plum street. The sewers 
under these streets were all 
laid in 1949. 


After the original board 
w’as replaced, this condition 
was 
investigated. 
It 
w a s 
found that flow in the sewers 
laid in 1949 increased about 
ten fold in wet w eather. On 
digging up some of the sew­ 
ers it was found that the 
joints were poorly made and 
in some cases had not been 
made at all. The district de­ 
cided that the public should 
be protected from repetition 
of this failure of both the 
sewers and the streets. To 
this end the district required, 
starting in 1952, hydrostatic 
tests of all new sewer lines 
laid in the district. No sew­ 
er having more than a nomi­ 
nal leakage has been accept­ 
ed. The success of the pro­ 
gram is evident from the fact 
that not one sewer trench 
built after 1952 has settled 
from infiltration. 


If the dirt replaced in a 
sewer 
trench 
settles 
after 
pavement is laid, the pave­ 
ment will settle dowm. In the 
past, dirt has been settled be­ 
fore paving by wetting the 
dirt, commonly called jetting. 
After a settling period, w'ith 
tem porary paving if needed, 
the street has been perm a­ 


nently paved. The success of 
this method is born out by 
the fact that there have been 
no failures of pavement over 
sewer trenches jetted and 
settled since the program was 
started in 1952. There have 
been several failures in other 
trenches. A sewer trench on 
Joan 
avenue 
was 
recently 
backfilled by tamping. T h e 
paving settled in six weeks. 
Also 
Olive 
avenue 
settled 
after tamping. 
If this is the situation why 
all the uproar? The district 
has been told that nearly ev­ 
ery bump and depression in 
the county roads in the North 
Marin area is caused by jet­ 
ting sewer trenches. We are 
told that all the cracks in the 
paving on 
S o u t h Novato 
boulevard from side to side 
and end to end were caused 
by jetting a sewer trench be­ 
side the paving. This over­ 
looks the fact that there is 
no sewer along parts of the 
street and also that he pav­ 
ing was badly cracked along 
the entire length of the street 
before any sewer was laid in 
Novato. 
The county has imposed 
unrealistic standards of back­ 
fill. One of these was a de­ 
mand for 95 per cent com­ 
paction. This apparently was 
verbally lowered to 85 per 
cent and 90 per cent at a 
recent 
public 
meeting 
be­ 
fore the board of supervisors 
after soil engineers testified 
that only in very special cases 
would they recommend 95 
per cent and that for most 
work 85 per cent and 90 per 
cent was satisfactory. Also 
the county has been' requir­ 
ing both the method to be 
used and the results to be ob­ 
tained by the method. 
En­ 
croachm ent permit 698, is­ 
sued to Sanitary District No. 
6, July 26, 1955, by the road 
commissioner reads in part, 
“W here sewers are placed in 
the shoulder area of South 
Novato 
boulevard, 
material 
excavated shall be compacted 
to 95 per cent by tamping. No 
jetting will be allowed.” How­ 
ever, after months of discus­ 
sion, argum ent, 
and 
delay, 
jetting was allowed, and it is 
proving successful. 
We are told that the high 


speed construction now prac­ 
ticed does not allow any time 
for a jetted trench to settle. 
It is recognized that with 
most of the soils in North 
Marin a settling time of sev­ 
eral weeks is required. The 
im mediate paving is a re­ 
quirem ent of the county. The 
above encroachment perm it 
reads, “It is the purpose of 
this 
requirem ent 
to 
limit 
street openings to o^e section 
at a time, and that one sec­ 
tion shall be completed be­ 
fore 
a n o t h e r 
section 
is 
opened. For the purpose of 
scheduling the job, a dis­ 
tance of one block between 
cross streets shall be consid­ 
ered as a unit of work and in 
no case shall this distance ex­ 
ceed 1200 feet.” 
Immediate repaving is sup­ 
posed to be all right if the 
trench is tamped. I suppose 
it can be done but every at­ 
tem pt so far has broken pipe, 
opened joints, and failed to 
get 90 per cent compaction. 
The very purpose of the more 
costly tamping is defeated. 
The dirt will settle, causing 
a depression over the trench. 
With broken and open joints, 
w ater will wash dirt into the 
sewer, insuring a new depres­ 
sion each winter. The primary 
concern should be to get a 
tight sewer because the pav­ 
ing will not hold without one. 
Any slight settling resulting 
from incomplete settling of 
backfill can be easily fixed. 
Sewer repair is a major job 
at taxpayers expense. Also to 
be done right, tamping re­ 
quires very careful control 
of both the pipe laying and 
the tamping itself. This re­ 
quires an army of inspectors, 
soil engineers, and a tamping 
machine. The property own­ 
ers of the county pay for this, 
and are worse off than be­ 
fore. 
The ambition and drive of 
the county director of public 
works is to be commended. It 
would be better if this drive 
was directed toward solving 
more urgent problems rather 
than 
toward 
one 
already 
solved.

IT SEEMS to me that it is 
entirely proper for the Presi­ 
dent to submit himself as a 
candidate as long as he con­ 
tinues to permit, even encour­ 
age— as he has been doing— 
the frank reporting by the 
doctors on his recovery and 
thus lets the voters decide 
the issue for themselves with 
the essential facts in the open. 
Eisenhower's health is a 
valid 
consideration 
in 
the 
election and his own public 
statem ents have helped make 
it so. 
The independent voter will 
weigh deeply the progress of 
the President's health with­ 
out repeated prodding by the 
campaign 
orators, 
and 
if 
Democratic spokesmen press 
the m atter beyond bounds, it 
will rebound to their disad­ 
vantage. 


ALL THIS IS simply to sug­ 
gest that there is nothing 
tactless or impolitic about the 
health issue unless the Re­ 
publicans or the Democrats 
make it so by either squeam- 


ishly ignoring it or by blatant­ 
ly exaggerating it. 
President Eisenhower has 
not squeamishly ignored it 
all; quite the contrary. The 
candid, detailed White House 
reports on the President’s two 
sicknesses are a far cry from 
the 
deliberate 
concealment 
which surrounded President 
Roosevelt in 
1944 — before 
and after the election. 
* 
Actually 
Eisenhower 
can 
only make half the decision. 
He can only decide that he is 
willing to run on the basis of 
how he feels. The second half 
of the decision rests with the 
voters — on how they feel he 
can do the job. 


IF THERE IS any White 
House secretiveness about the 
President's health—and there 
is no reason to think there 
wiU be __ then the public 
would be denied the neces­ 
sary basis on which to dis­ 
charge their half of the de­ 
cision. 
The polls show that a very 
large majority of Americans 
expect Eisenhower will run 
and that a lesser, but still 
very sizeable majority, wants 
him to run. But this doesn t 
mean that even these voters 
are ignoring the President's 
health. It can well mean that 
they prefer Eisenhower to 
anyone else at even less than 
full 
zest and strength and 
that they prefer to take the 
risk that he might not serve 
out a full second term . 


ALL OF THESE considera­ 
tions underline the validity of 
the health issue. I am con­ 
vinced that if the President 
runs he will do so only in the 
conviction that he can meet 
the demands of the office, 
but that I* would realistical­ 
ly expect the public to decide 
whether they want to join 
him in the calculated risk. 


The President’s own can­ 
dor about his health does two 
things. It makes it artificial 
for commentator? to be at all 
squeamish about the m atter. 
It makes it less likely that hia 
opponents will exaggerate the 
issue. 
It is a fair issue and a valid 
one. Eisenhower can only de­ 
cide his willingness to run 
and leave it to his fellow 
Americans to make their de­ 
cision 
at 
the 
polls 
after 
weighing all factor* not eir 
eluding health.

State Personnel Board has 
been trying (and has done a 
creditable job) to fix salaries 
of state employees so they 
are in line, or thereabouts, 
with private industry. 
The board was given this 
task some years ago by the 
State 
Legislature, 
which 
gave up the task of fixing 
such 
salaries, 
in much the 
same manner as it turned 
over the fixing of fish and 
game seasons to the State Di­ 
vision of Fish and Game and 
the Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion. 


GENERALLY s p e a k i n g , 
state employees are satisfied 
with the decisions of the per­ 
sonnel board, dêspite the fact 
that most of them feel they 
aren't paid enough, which is 
a common attitude not only 
in government, but in private 
employment as well. 
However, 
one 
group 
of 
employees, the draughtsm en 
who work for the State Divi­ 
sion of Architecture, aren’t 
happy 
with 
the 
personnel 
board’s decisions. 
T h e 
draughtsmen 
claim 
they have been trying to get 
salaries equalized for the past 
10 years, so now they have 
dropped their problem in the 
lap of the Assembly commit­ 
tee on civil service, headed 
by Assemblyman Sam Ged- 
des of Napa. 


GEDDES’ COMMITTEE held 
a day-long hearing last week, 
which was 
attended by 
a 
roomful 
of 
state 
officials, 
most of whom were employ­ 
ees of the state Division of 
Architecture. 
The testimony developed 
that the draughtsmen want 
equality with certain classes 
of engineers, claiming their 
work is equal with and de­ 
mands as much experience 
and education si the engi­ 
neers. 
John Fisher, head of the 
peraonnel board’« admlnistra- 


tive staff, said he felt an “out­ 
side organization” should be 
employed to make a study 
of the salary ranges, in view 
of the fact that the draughts­ 
men were not satisfied with 
previous studies made by hia 
staff. 


UPSHOT OF THE hearing 
was that the Geddes commit­ 
tee requested more reports, 
more studies, and more time 
spent 
on 
the 
subject, 
of 
cou*e at an additional cost 
to the taxpayer. 


Time was when an individ­ 
ual who was not satisfied 
with his job in government, 
or with the pay he received, 
wasted little effort in making 
his superiors “revise a salary 
schedule.” 
T h e 
individual 
might have asked for a raise, 
and it being turned down, 
away he went to other em­ 
ployment where he was sat­ 
isfied. 


BI T THIS situation doea 
not exist in the socialists 
form of government that ia 
muscling its way into state 
government. 


Rather than seek other em­ 
ployment, and sacrifice the 
liberal vacations, sick leave, 
excessive holidays and gen­ 
erous retirem ent system pro­ 
vided by the state, the gov­ 
ernment employee takes his

som, demanded in a note left 
when the tot was taken from 
his carriage in the Weinberger 
patio yesterday afternoon. 
Police permitted one news­ 
man, one still photographer 
and one newsreel man to re­ 
main, but in a place where they 
would not be observed. 
The infant boy was tempor­ 
arily unattended at the time 
of his kidnaping.

TIPS TO LITTLE LEAGUERS 
Being In Right Spot At 
Right Time Saves Games 


(Final Installment) 
Being in the right position at the right time saves 
games and runs for the defensive team, and every effort 
should be made to keep runners from advancing another 
base. 
If there is a runner on second base and the batter 
hits a single to left field. Diagram A shows where all 
members of the defensive tegm should go to be set for a 
possible cut-off play. The third-baseman is the cut-off man, 
and he catches the ball only if the catcher shouts that there 
is no plav at home plate. The catcher will shout, “Cut it 
off!” “Cut it off?’ or Let it go!” “Let it go!” 
The solid lines and arrows show where the other 
players should go. If the third-baseman cuts off the throw, 
it is probable that his throw will be to second base because 
the batter may be attem pting to take second on the throw- 
in from left field. However, there are times when the 
batter takes a big tu rn around first without going on to 
second and a throw to the first-baseman will catch the 
runner off base. 
If the batter singles to right field with a runner on 
second, the first-baseman becomes the cutoff man as shown 
in Diagram B. 
He lines up between the right-fielder and 
catcher at about the distance of the pitcher's mound from 
home plate, and the right-fielder should throw the ball so 
it will reach him at head height. Then it is easy for him to 
duck the throw and let it go on to home plate if the catcher 
shouts “Let it go!” Otherwise he can cut it off and throw 
to second or first base if there is a chance to make a put- 
out on the batter. 
The solid lines and arrows show where the other de­ 
fensive players should be— the infielders covering the 
bases indicated, the pitcher backing up home plate, the 
center-fielder racing to back up the right-fielder until he 
sees the ball caught and then hustling back to protect 
against a possible overthrow at second base. The right- 
fielder must be alert and in position to back up over­ 
throws at first base and the left-fielder should be ready for 
overthrows at third base.

SAN FRANCISCO (Jl — A 
newly discovered disease could 
wreck California’s trout pro­ 
duction program. 
The disease, known as red 
mouth or red throat, was de­ 
scribed by Dr. Alex Calhoun, 
chief of the Inland Fisheries 
Branch of the Fish and Game 
Dept, in the process of asking 
the state Fish and Game Com­ 
mission to limit the im porta­ 
tion of trout from areas in 
which the disease is known to 
exist. 
The action was turned down, 
on the basis that the depart­ 
m ent already has full oower 
to act under the Fish and Game 
Code. But Calhoun was in­ 
structed by the commission to 
take every necessary precau­ 
tion to prevent im portation of 
live trout with the disease and 
see that existing infection in 
commercial hatcheries is pre­ 
vented from spreading into 
state hatchery system or into 
the streams. 
Red mouth, it was explained, 
results from a bacteria which 
causes hemorrhaging ôf the 
mouth, throat and tongue of 
trout. It is particularly deadly 
to 3 to 4 inch trout. It can be 
carried by larger fish which 
do not show normal symptoms, 
but transm it it to other fish. 


It is hard to eradicate when 
established in a fish stock. 
Commercial California hatch­ 
eries have been unable to keep 
up with the demand. So they 
have im ported live trout from 
other areas, resulting in dis­ 
covery of the disease both in 
California and in the main 
sources of supply in commer­ 
cial hatcheries in Idaho and 
Utah, Calhoun said. 


The Idaho hatcheries were 
inspected by a California biol­ 
ogist because of the desire of 
the Mt. Ralston Sportsmen’s 
Club to import some trout from 
Idaho to plant in the Ameri­ 
can River, Calhoun said. When 
the Idaho hatcheries were in­ 
spected, six of the nine instal­ 
lations visited were found to 
have the disease in varying 
stages. 


Because of the threat to 
hatchery production, the fact 
that large fish not apparently 
infected can become carriers 
and that the disease could 
spread from planted trout to 
the native wild trout of Cali­ 
fornia, fhe disease “poses a 
very serious threat to trout 
fishing in California,” Calhoun 


told the commission. 


However, after discussion by 
the departm ent and a num ber 
of commercial hatchery opera­ 
tors, the original proposal that 
all live trout im portation be 
stopped was modified to in­ 
clude only those hatcheries and 
sources known to have the dis­ 
ease.

Busy Algiers 


Paralyzed By 


Rebel Strike 


ALGIERS. Algeria UP! — A 
general strike ordered by na-! 
tionalist rebels slowed normal-1 
lv bustling Algiers to a crawl 
today. French authorities or­ 
dered a heavy crackdown on 
strikers. 
Virtually all Moslems stayed 
away from work in this city oi 
about 600.000, whose popula­ 
tion is divided almost equally— 
Moslem and European. The na­ 
tionalists had called the strike 
for this 126th anniversary of 
the French occupation of Al­ 
giers, threatening to shoot any­ 
one seen on the streets. 
The French alerted troops, 
called out extra military pat­ 
rols and put helicopters on 
standby to keep watch over 
this administrative capital. 


They ordered that all stores 
failing to open today be shut 
for a month. They closed Mos­ 
lem cafes and bars until fur­ 
ther notice and canceled the 
licenses of some. They called 
striking government employees 
to appear before disciplinary 
councils. 


GRENADE ATTACK 
On the eve of the strike, the 
rebels struck last night in the 
heart of Algiers. They set a 
public garage afire and sent a 
suburban vegetable oil plant 
up in flames with a grenade 
attack. 
Outside the c a p i t a l , the 
strike was almost complete at 
Tizi Ouzou, Setif and Mila, but 
in Constantine and Bone, ac­ 
tivity was said to be normal. 
In France’s industrial city of 
Lille, where North Africans 
perform much unskilled and 
semi-skilled labor, an estimat­ 
ed 80 per cent were on strike. 
In Paris, police arrested 150 
North Africans, some circulat­ 
ing in an effort to persuade 
others to walk out 
In Morocoo, a general strike 
indirectly connected with the 
Algerian rebellion was called 
in the southwest port city of 
Agadir and the surrounding 
r e g i o n . 
This was directed 
against F r e n c h dispatch of 
troops to the area for protec­ 
tion of supply lines of the A1 
gerian outpost of Tindouf. 


MARKETS DESERTED 
In ‘Algiers itself, European 
shops opened. But the big na­ 
tive bazaars and the usually 
bustling neighborhood 
f o o d 
markets were deserted. 
The Frenoh termed the na­ 
tionalist action a purely "poli­ 
tical” strike. 
The rebels themselves have 
indicated they were unwilling 
to go too far. 
Tracts urging Moslems to re­ 
main calm appeared in Algiers 
last night.

You will need some light colored crepe paper and some 
water colors or show card colors. Let’s make a fish that is 
mobile. 
Use a piece of old newspaper to make a pattern 
of any kind of fish. Look in a book and follow the outline 
of one that you like. It can be any size, but a good size 
is 20 to 30 inches long. When you make your pattern to 
suit you, put it on two layers of crepe paper and cut them 
out. 
Now, sew the two pieces together. 
This looks best 
when done on the sewing machine. Check with Mother. 
Leave one end open for the stuffing. The stuffing makes it 
look real, and use odd hits of crepe paper for this. 
You 
are now ready to color it. Make it look life-like. When it 
is dry, fasten two long lengths of string, one to each end, 
m d thumb tack the string ends to some wood work in your 
room.

Crane Driver 
Not At Fault, 
Says Union 


Crane operator George Hy- 
mer is free of any negligence 
in the Greenbrae bridge con­ 
struction accident M o n d a y 
when a 25-ton clammer top­ 
pled on its side, a union repre­ 
sentative said yesterday. 
Hymer, 59, of Napa was 
pulled out of the tipped crane 
by fellow workers minutes be­ 
fore leaking gasoline ignited 
and flames spread to the cab­ 
in of the giant machine. 
Frank A. Lawrence of San 
Rafael, representative of the 
Operating 
Engineers 
Union, 
said the accident was “definite­ 
ly not Hymer’s fault.’' 
He said Hymer was operat­ 
ing a crane with a 65-foot boom 
which is too long a boom for 
the crane’s clam bucket. 
Lawrence toid the Independ- 
ent-Journal this is what hap­ 
pened: The crane's outrigger 
(support) settled in the soft 
mud on the construction proj­ 
ect. Hymer released the brake 
but the cable didn’t go out fast 
enough and release the clam 
bucket’s load to prevent the 
rig from toppling over. 
Earlier accounts of the acci­ 
dent by company, hospital and 
fire officials indicated Hymer 
reportedly froze at the con­ 
trols when weight of the fill in 
the crane’s bucket apparently 
caused one of the crane’s sup­ 
ports to slip out of place. 
Hymer is hospitalized at Ma­ 
rin General for treatm ent of 
crush injuries of the chest and 
seven fractured ribs.

H. Raymond said today. 
Raymond said heavy rains 
during the winter caused heavy 
growth of grasses and other 
“ flash fuels” which are now 
dry. He said that in those 
grasses and rangeland areas 
ihere “is more chance of fires 
starting” this year as compared 
to last season and those areas 
“will burn readily and hot.” 
In the timberlands, winter 
rains deposited a greater mois­ 
ture content in the “ heavier 
fuels” last winter, Raymond 
said. He blamed last year’s 
devastating fires of August and 


000 acres of blackened land 
was man-caused. The other 
123.000 acres were burned by 
lightning caused fires. 
Raymond said probably the 
most critical period of the fire 
season is the last of August and 
September.

NEW YORK (IP)—Economists 
took a long look at the state 
of the nation’s prosperity with 
the beginning of the second 
half of 1956 this week and de­ 
cided the public might spend 
itself into another boom year 
—with some reservations. 
“As long as the public has 
money in its pocket it will 
probably spend it,” said Sec­ 
retary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks. 
He put this at the top of a 
list of optimistic indications for 
the economy in the final half 
of the year, for employers were 
pouring record salaries, bonus­ 
es and commissions into the 
pockets of their employees. 
But in the bright outlook for 
the second half of the year 
there was some gloom. And 
most of it centered on the 
spending habits of the Ameri 
can public. 
Men with money in their poc­ 
kets were shying at buying au­ 
tomobiles and TV sets, because 
they were either well supplied 
with these products or were 
waiting for newer models. And 
they were buying fewer new 
homes because mortgage mon­ 
ey was tight. 
Other factors holding 1956’s 
economy in 
some restraint 
were the high cost of living, a 
reduction in demand for new 
farm machinery, and the un­ 
known influence that the steel 
strike might exert it if contin­ 
ues for a long time. 
The brightest reports came 
from government sources anx­ 
ious for high business activity 
during this election year. But 
on most points their reports 
were backed up by industrial, 
business and financial sources. 
They 
predicted 
industries 
and individuals would buy $405 
billion worth of goods and 
services this year, which would 
make 1956 a more successful 
business year than 1955 when 
the figure was $382.2 billion. 


Dr. Wallace W. Hall hailed

Dr. Hall termed this part­ 
nership “somewhat unique in 
educational theory and prac­ 
tice in that each of the part­ 
ners, independent of the other, 
has coordinate responsibilities 
as well as prerequisites vested 
in them by law. 
“This unorthodox pattern of 
our partnership, which result­ 
ed from compromises within 
the Legislature, calls for a 
demonstration of the closest 
kind of mutual understanding 
and respect, %s w ell as coopera­ 
tion between the partners, con­ 
tinued Dr. Hall. 
He said, “As your executive 
officer it is my intention, as far 
as I may and still fulfill the 
legal and constitutional respon­ 
sibilities reposed in me as your 
C o u n t y Superintendent 
of 
Schools, to observe the same 
relationship with you as that 
existing between the governing 
board of a school district and 
its executive officer.”
